Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -4, 6-9 and 11-12 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As discussed 
in detail in the previous office action the composition of claims 1-3 without the 
antifoaming agent and the copolymer of claim 4 are not novel. The composition is 
taught as a shampoo composition by Hirota et al. (4,479,893). The copolymer is taught 
by Yamato et al. (5,707,445 and 6,239,241) to be used in a concrete admixture to 
reduce the viscosity of hydraulic compositions. It is not obvious to combine the 
copolymer of Yamato et al. with the shampoo composition of Hirota et al. The prior art 
also does not teach the composition of claim 1 combined with an antifoaming agent or a 
hydraulic powder. It is not obvious to add either of these items to the composition of 
Hirota et al. especially since they are very concerned with the foaming properties of 
their shampoo (column 1 , lines 37-53 and Table I).
